It will very much encreafe Navigation, by em- 
ploying great Numbers of Vellels to being Socio to 
the Salt-works, and to carry Salt to rkets ; 
whereas foreign Salt is imported by Return of Freight 
or foreign Voilels.

All French-wrought, figured, flowered, brafled, 
ftitched, ftriped Silks and Drogets, Tamines, and 
Eftimens, Serges, and other Stuffs made of Wool, 
together with Madam la Mode, being proicribed 
England, all due Encouragement muft be given to 
the Weavers. The Englijb have arrived to a very 
great Perfection in weaving of Silks, and other 
Stuffs made of Wool; but by reafon of the Imppnrta- 
tion of French Commodities, they have, for want 
of Employment, been burthenfome and chargeable 
to their refpective Parifhes; and many Strangers, 
which have come~into England to work here, by 
reafon they found fo little Employment, returned 
into their own Countries again. 


It will be prudent in us to encourage Strangers to 
work here, but not to give Countenance to foreign 
Traders. 


The Engiifh have paid yearly for the manufaétur- 
ing of the French Weavers S'iks, betices Stuffs; 
which might have been wrought by the Anglifh here, 
and which are gencrally paid for with Moy, not 
with other Commodities, the Sum of Five Hundred 
Four Thoufand One Hundred and Ten Pounds . So 
that allowing to every l’erfon working Silk, Fifteen 
Pounds per Aan. it would employ 33000 Perfons, 
which Number, were they well empl jyed here, 
would be confidesably advantageous to this King- 
dom.. And it is evident, that Exg/and hath hitherto 
maintained the French King’s Subjects at Work; 
whilft tic Natives here have been ready to ftarve for 
want thereof, 


It is great Prudence in the Parliament, that they 
shave abfolutely profcribed all thefe French Commo- 
dities and Manufaétures, and not only to impofe a 
great Duty upon them, as fome defigned, becaufe 
much of the French Commodities, by {mall Ships 
or Shallops, are privately conveyed hither, without 
paying any Cuftom. It is demonftrably true, tliat 
not one Piece in twenty is entered or paid for, to 
the Deceit of his Majefty, and the impoverifhing of 
his Subjects here.” 


Several of the Hints in the above Extra€&t have 


thefe only, but feveral others that might be added to 
them, were more fully and effectually followed, 
France would find her Strength much more im- 
paired than it is at prefent.

The late Reprefentations of ous-Court concerning 
the Gonduét of the’ French and their In@iaps at 
Nova Scotia, have Been anfwered as follows by the 
French Miniftry ; ** They had alréady fent Orders 
to their Subjeéts and Indian Allies to be quict : That 
they well fatisfy’d their Officers would ftriétly obey ; 
but that it was not abfolutely in their Power to re- 
ftrain the Indians ; neither could they hinder the 
French fettled under the Britifh Dominion, from 
quitting their Habitations, in order to live under 
the Domination of ‘his Moft Chriftian Majefty.” 

The following is an Extraét of the King of Pruf- 
fia’s Anfwer, to the Memorial delivered by Count 
de la Puebla, Envoy Extraordinary from their Im- 
perial Majefties at Berlin, concerning the Eleétion 
of a King of the Romans : 7 

‘© The King is always well inclined to their Im- 
perial Majefties. Is of Opinion, that the Archduke 
Jofeph, were he of Age, would be the beft Candi- 
date in the Empire for the Roman Diadem. 

<< But the King fubmits it to Confideration, whe- 
ther it would not be haftening that Election too 
much to bring it on while the Emperor is in the 
Flower of his Age, while his Son is am Infant ; and 
this too, while the Empire is blefied with a profound 
Peace ? If the Emperor fhould unhappily die, what 
a Situation would the Empire be in under the Go- 
vernment of a Head, him(felf under Guardianthip ? 

‘* Befides, there feems no Reafon for fuch an 
Ele&tion, the Motives alleged for it by the Emperor 
appearing altogether infufficient. But that he leaves 
them to be difcufs’d by the Germani¢e Body, pre- 
vious to the Eleétion, agreeable to the 8th Article 
of the Peace of Weftphalia, in order to eftablifh the 
Legality of the faid Election. 

“ The King upon the whole therefore, would 
rather advife their Imperial Majefties to defer the 
Eleétion ’till the Prince begpmes of Age; as it will 
fuit' much better with the Conftitution and Majefty 
of the Imperial Body.”
